Are the Adminlstratiort's anti- inflation efforts vi/ork- 

Are ih^Y too mudh or not enough ? 
Vl^en will jnteiest rates come down ? 
WtH thing E gel ben&r? 
Or worse? 

We obviously don'l have sll the answers. But we've 
he^n marching ihem out and some a1 the best 
opinions auaiJable in thrs issue. 

Fim we have y^our own opini oris— the views of our 
bu^ines^smQn reader^. M you prDbably know^ Nation's 
Business for more than 10 years has been pollmg som« 
2.QO0 of you every quarter for youf opinions on the 
buBir>ea$ [jutlook, inflptiofi &nd the like. 

The resuilts over the y^r^ h^ve been extremely ac- 
curate, end we're pcoud of the record. 

This time we had more than 700 replies, which the 
experts te^f me is unusueify high. (Another busineBS 
niagaijne recent f^^ announced, with sorne fsnfAre, tiiat 
it s setting up a sun/ey h&lf that si».) 

We ihink the opinions of busineswnen are tremer^- 
dousty important because you have the power to malte 
decisions that m^ke ihing$ hpppen in our economy. 
There is, for example, considerable difference among 
econoniists on what will happen lo plant and equip- 
f^ent spending Voij bysinessmen ultimately will dwide 
^hat actually h<ippens. 

Without scooping ourselves on the f yll results of the 
siirvei^r, reported on page 44, we think h s interesting 
^hat hundreds of e>(ecuUve» did not cheNenge one of 
°tJr CfuastporiH that assumed that we're in a "downturn/' 
second thought we decided among ourselves thoi 
^&Vbe "downturn" is perhaps too strong. The econoTiriy 



actually hasn't turned down. Instead the rate of gmwth 
has at finosi stowed down. Whatever the term for what's 
happened, most of you feel that It's connected with the 
inflation c;urbs and that they can eventually be eased.

The Nixon- watchers have been surprised on other 
fronts. The Pfcsidont^ 0 men who supposedly shied 
from novel ide^s and new approaches for fear of 
makin9 a mistake, has moved boldly to overhaul the 
nation's welfare system, and ev^en his liberal detractors 
have hailed the irrnov^tive propo^fs ^s ^ courageous 
dep4irtur^ from the cons^ative^ graduahst instincts he 
has fd towed in the past.

Some good or- 
thodox Rfipubltcan^r whose memories 
go back to New Deal day^. sr^i fike^y 
to lum slightly gresn at the thought 
of the President admiring Roosevelt. 

Mr. Nixon'^ abhorrence of mistdkeSv 
e^pa^ially th^ kind thi^t hauntBd his 
pasi and made him slightly skrttish in 
the presence of reporters free to ask 
him uninhiWled quostiDns. has not b^m totally over- 
corm. He j'Ercantly appointed as a deputy counsa^ in 
the While House a newsman who had made hi$ 
murk as an investigator and who won a feir numbef Of 
journalistic awards for his published di^clo&ure^, Ex- 
plaining th^ function he had in mind for the ex- re* 
porter, the President said he visualised him as ''an in^ 
apector- general " rnside the Admrnistrotii^n He would, 
in effect, investigate devalopang $iiuation$ which cQUld 
produce scandals or evidence of improprrety, In a 
word, hi^ task was to prevent the kmd of mistakes that 
get Administrations in trouble. 

So a few of the hangups of the past remain, And 
while few F>ciopFe ramembar itr Mr. hlixon was no 
easier to categorrie or classjjfy or pigeonhole as a 
polilEcef hgufe when he was Vic^ Pr^adeni during the 
Eisonhower years than he now.

Neverthefess. the contract with the vivactous, 
sparkling Scandinavian cities, whether Oslo, Helsjnki, 
Stockholm or Copenhs^gen, is striking. Under pri^vate 
enterprise they mainlain a wef I -distributed prosperity 
without oppressive atmosphere The brighter present, 
and presumably also the brigJit lulure, hm on the 
northern, not I he soulh^rn, shores of the Baltic. 

In that irnportani inland sea the entire southern 
section IS held by communist countries— Russia, Po- 
land. East Germany To cnsscrofis its waters is to 
realize ihat the future here \% boih promisinfl and pre- 
carious. It CPU id be that the sheer mass and weight of 
the communist bfoc could m the long mn dominate 
the Baltic, even without any mifitafy action. 

It to a vert thij& outcome that so many Scandinavi- 
ans, a highly-cJveli^ed und homogeneous paopte. are 
urgfng t;foser economic and poliricsl ties among therr 
countnes. The obstacles are many. If tft^y are lo be 
overcome, not only American sympathy, hut also un^ 
dflr^ilandtng of the compIeK probiem, will tie essenl^al 
Even if it requires nemrafity. the unity sought 
would Surely strengthen free institutions in en areit 
where it\ev have been indigenous for t.OOO yearn, 
ThUit an objective to which the talents of our dipEo- 
macy could happify be addressed, not less so because, 
by contrest with I he Mediierraneen, the Bel tic is for ufi 
She forgotten sea.

Of these items, the commuter 
clearly benefits directly from pro- 
grams accounting for 21.7 per cent 
of the tatai : adm^ntstialion of justice 
(policy), fire pmteclionH enyifonman- 
tal proiention (air poifubon control, 
etc.). transportation, and recreation 
and culture. 

As for health services, the amduni 
of benefit is not clear. Commuters 
generellv cannot qualify for free 
services at city hospitals On the 
other hand, if city health officials 
prevent a major epidemic, they pro- 
vide an Invaluable service to non- 
residents. 

Debt service, hkewise^ is n fnlxed 
ban. Paying off capital improvemHriTs 
on traffic control should be of drrecT 
interest to the commuter. However, 
ha might feel les^ respon^ibilily for 
ser\/ icing debt on school construc- 
tion, 

Ir* the "all other" caiegorv. the 
CPmmutar could be said tp b^neftt

The commuter is not involved di- 
rectly in two major categories which 
account for virtually half of the city's 
budgel ' the human resoufces (wel 
fare and we ffere- related) and educ^ 
tion programs.
